I, verily believe that I am the original and first inventor of the invention entitled 
"MODULAR CERAMIC OXYGEN GENERATOR", described and claimed in the reissue 
application filed on even date, that I understand the content of the specification filed 
therein; that I have reviewed and understand the content of the specification, including the 
claims, as well as the claims referred to in this Declaration and claims amended in an 
Amendment being submitted concurrently herewith; that I do not know and do not believe 
the same was ever known or used in the United States of America before my invention 
thereof, or patented or described in any printed publication in any country before my 
invention thereof, or more than one year prior to August 24, 1995; that the same was not in 
public use or on sale in the United States of America more than one year prior to August 
24, 1995; that the invention has not been patented or made the subject of an inventor's 
certificate issued before August 24, 1995, in any country foreign to the United States of 
America on an application filed by me or my legal representatives or assigns more than

twelve months prior to August 24, 1995; that I acknowledge my duty to disclose 
information of which I am aware which is material to the examination of this application; 
and that no application for patent or inventor certificate on this invention has been filed in 
any country foreign to the United States of America prior to the original application Serial 
No. 08/518,646 by me or my legal representatives or assigns. My original U.S. Patent No. 
5,871,624 issued February 16, 1999, which matured from Serial No. 518,646 filed August 
24, 1995, abandoned, and Serial No. 20,301 filed February 6, 1998, is beheved to be 
wholly or partly inoperative because claims 1 and 6 were claimed incorrectly and are being 
corrected in this reissue application up to the time of filing this Declaration through error 
and without any deceptive intention on the part of the Applicant. Every error in the patent 
which was corrected in the present reissue appUcation, and is not covered by a prior 
oath/declaration submitted in this appHcation, arose without any deceptive intention on the 
part of the Applicant. 

The errors include the following: 

1. Incorrectly claiming in claim 1 that the second electrode covers an interior 
surface of said first column of tubes. 

2. Incorrectly claiming in claim 6 that the second electrode covers an interior 
surface of said first column of tubes. 

I first became aware of these errors during the prosecution of a corresponding EPO 
appUcation. It was pointed out in an Office Action from the EPO that the second electrode 
must cover the exterior surface 13 of the second column of tubes 12 and interior surface 17 
of a further (and not of the first) column of tubes. An arrangement as defined in claims 1 
and 6 of U.S. Patent No. 5,871,624 would not lead to the electrical series connection 
according to the invention described in the specification. Support can be found in the 
specification in colunm 4, lines 15-39. 

My attorney realized that the coverage of U.S. Patent No. 5,871,624 was incorrect. 
My attorney received authorization fi-om the Legal Department of Litton Systems, Inc. to 
prepare a reissue appUcation with appropriate claims to obtain the correct claim coverage.
